sUBJECT: CIA Subcommittee of House Armed Services 


1. At the urgent request of Robert Smart I met with him teday. 
ide indicated that the presaures were building up in connection with the 
resolutions for a Jeint Comenittee on Intelligence which wera in Rules 
Committee. The pressures included Mr. Smith, Choirman of the 
Kules Committse and the Speaker of the House. Consequently, the 
cpeaker and Mr, Kilday met this merning aad reached an understanding 
that the newly constituted CIA Subcommittee would undertake a detailed 
and thorough review of the agency and would meet with the Agency 
thereafter at least once a month.
